Grew From The Best Seed. 


A m erican R ural Horn®. 
Th* kind of tubers, to use for seed 
potatoes is discussed by a correspond­ 
ent of the New York Tribune, who 
says th at possibly a large crop of fino- 
sized potatoes may be grown from 
small tubers in rich, mellow soil, but 
the principle ii: ail wrong. The pota­ 
to is a subterraneous branch, with 
buds 
analogous to those above 
ground, and on this account some 
writers argue th at the m atter of sizd 
is unim portant. Every right-mindeie 
nursery-man knows how necessary t 
is to increase ins stock of plants from 
sound, healthy specimans only, and 
the most vigorous, well-ripened shoots 
are invariably selected. 
The forth­ 
coming generation depends in great 
degree upon this act, as is frequently 
demonstrated by the transmission of 
diseases Which ordinarily 
are not 
handed down through the means of 
seeds. The potato cutting, as it were, 
even if taken from a poor little tuber, 
will, by liberal use of manure and 
thorough culture, produce some large 
specimens; but will the crop be so 
uniformly large as if large tubers were 
used? Reason says no. 
The large 
tubers will give a very much better 
average in the long run.

How to Jade* Tinned Good*. 
A hint now about tinned goods, 
meat especially. 
Note, when about 
to purchase, the condition of the tin; 
if bulged outwards, don't have it, 
?ven as a gift! We will explain the 
process of canning to give weight to 
our warning. Tile meat i- packed in 
tins while raw. then sealed, and cook­ 
ed in an outer vessel of boiling w ater, 
with sometimes the addition of a 
chemical to raise the temperature. 
When cooked the can is pierced, and 
as soon as the air and steam have 
been expelled it is soldered. Experts 
know when it is ready for soldering; a 
moment too soon and the mischief is 
done, because if air is left in, the tin 
bulges and the meat will not be good. 
On the contrary, if the tin has sunk 
it is an infallible sign of goodness; it 
proves a vacuum, which is natural. 
as the meat shrinks when no air is 
left in the tin. 
Some 
may 
say, 
what 
m atter 
if air be left iii the tin? 
Sim­ 
ply 
this: 
Nitrogen, an element 
of air, im parts to bodies w ith which it 
comes in contact a tendency to change 
and decay. Often, on opening a tin 
of preserved goods, people are heard 
to say “the air is escaping,” instead 
of which, the slight hissing sound is 
the result of the air rushing in, anoth­ 
er proof th at there was a vacuum. 
Well, we go so far as to say that, as­ 
suming the outward sign of goodness 
above referred to: a label bearing the 
name of a good exporter or importer; 
and also a reliable vendor of the a r­ 
ticle, whether meat, fish, milk, -^oup 
or vegetable, tile chances area million 
to one against any 
being injured, 
much less poisoned, by tinned goods. 
Another caution, 
though 
always 
look out for any little globules of sol­ 
der th at sometimes find their way in­ 
side the tin; and take care, especially 
in the case of salmon and lobster, to 
empty the contents, as soon as opened, 
into an earthenware vessel. This is 
necessary for everything except milk.

I tried hard for two weeks 
to get the men their money simply as a 
friendly act, but did not neglect ray du­ 
ties as sheriff in the least. 
When I re­ 
ceived the executions I levied upon and 
sold the association property, after post­ 
ing notices of sale according to law, un­ 
der directions of Mr. Donaldson, the 
plaintiff’s attorney, and now I*. G. Fog- 
cistrom bid it in to protect himself as 
one of the creditors. 
When they asked 
me what my bill was (there were twelve 
cases) I told them nothing for my fees, 
but that I had to pay out one dollar for 
a team to drive down there, and they 
might pay me that. 
I never have re­ 
ceived even the dollar. 
I never received 
any money at all in any of the cases. 
All the property the Association had 
was the buildings and fence which were 
on grounds owned by other parties who 
at the sale forbid any one moving the 
properly. The accounts of the men as I 
was told at the time hail all been assign­ 
ed to Mr. Fogelstrom and lie did not pay 
me the price which he bid for the prop­ 
erty, he being the principal creditor.

Not Generally K n o w n . 
The different papers throughout the 
state arc calling attention to the fact 
that an im portant 
am endment to the 
state constitution is to be voted on at 
the coming election. The Press in speak­ 
ing of the matter says that the constitu­ 
tion now provides that all school funds 
arising from sales of the school lands of 
the state shall be invested in United 
states bonds, in bonds of the state of 
Minnesota issued after I860, or bonds of 
such other states as the legislature may 
direct. 
The amendment in 
question 
would permit the investment of this fund 
in school district aud county bonds. 
It 
is exceedingly desirable that this should 
be adopted. 
There will be no more 
Minnesota state bonds as an investment 
for any one. 
United State bonds now 
bear an extremely low rate of interest, 
while they command a high m arket prc 
mium 
The same is true as a rule, of 
the bonds of all those states whose credit 
is good enough to encourage investment. 
County <uul school district bonds, whose 
character cannot be well known far from 
the place of issue, and for which capital 
will not therefore compete, must nearly 
always be placed at a high rate of inter­ 
est. 
This m atter is of particular impor­ 
tance in the newer counties, in the 
northern and northwestern part of the 
stale, where funds for county and school 
purposes must be borrowed at heavy in­ 
terest. 
By permitting tlie school funds 
to be invested in ihese, a larger per cent- 
i age of profit will be obtained; while at 
; the same time, tlie m arket for these local 
| securities of our own state will he en- 
j larged, and the burden upon our citizens 
I diminished. 
There is uot, piobably, a 
county iu the state of Minnesota whose 
| bonds are not just tfs solid and iccure as 
i these of most or all of the states. 
Since 
i the security would be the same, while a 
' double advantage would be conferred 
| upon our people, the proposed amend­ 
ment ought to be adopted. 
As very lit- 
I tie has been said about it, few voters ap- 
* pear to be aware that any such question 
! is to be passed upon. 
Therefore, in 
| prim ing tickets, printers should be care-- 
i ful to see that the fallowing is ou all 
tickets; “ Amendment of article eight (S) 
i of constitution—yes.”

During the pant year ther# have entered 
the m issionary work, or are now on their 
w ay, eight m issionaries and tw enty-seven 
a ssista n t m issionaries. 
The report men­ 
tioned, with expressions of deep regret, the 
death 
during the p ast year of Charles 
H utchins, for tw enty years the publishing 
agent of the board. 
Follow ing th is report cam e the report ol 
the d istrict secretary, W illiam Kincaid of 
New York, who reported th a t ap art from 
legacies thero had lieen in all th* sta te s 
save one a gain in receipts over the preced­ 
ing year 
Tne com m ittee further report 
th a t special em phasis should be glveu to 
the successful work of the women of tne 
church, who are highly com m ended for 
w hat they have done. 
Referring to the re­ 
ceipts of the year the report says: 
Deducting an exceptional gift of over 
$19 ,000, which cam e in to the treasury 
during the preceding Jear, the d on ation s 
just closed were in excess of those of tbrt 
preceding year ab ou t $ 1 6 ,0 0 0 .

Capt. Togel’s In terestin g Account of his 
Ex. 
perlence with tke Charleston Shake -Charles­ 
ton Bar. 


New York Sufi' Capt. Leo Vogel, of the 
steam sh ip P aiatk A.serit to th# hydrograph­ 
ic office in W aehingtoR the fifift report of 
the earthquake a t sea 
The City pf Palat- 
ka run# between Charleston arid P alatka, 
Fla. 
In the sum m er ah# usually m akes k 
few trip# between this port and Charleston. 
She ia now 
lying a t the pier

C harleston Hteamship com pany at. the foot 
of Park place. 
Capt. Vogel said: 
“On the m orning of the earthquake day 
there waa a regular tropical ahower along 
the coast. 
The rain cam e down in sheets, 
and the atm oapher* waa terribly oppres­ 
sive. 
The barom eter went 8 OWn Y o 2 9 .9 — 
a low barom eter for th a t region, 
f have 
been studying atm ospheric conditions off 
the southern co a st for a good m any years, 
and I knew som ething wan going to happen! 
It looked like a strong blow from the so u th ­ 
w est. 
My fam ily had com e down from the 
m oun tain s of N orth Caralina, and were go­ 
ing to F lorida with me. 
I told them the 
trip would prdbAbly fit storm y and d isa­ 
greeable, and persuaded them to remain iu 
C harleston till the next trip. 
“ We sailed in theevening. and were ab ou t 
fifty mile* ou t of Charleston and eight miles 
off shore when we felt the earthquake.

packed a n d placed in cold storage, 
when th e te m p e ra tu re is between 35

ter; b u t they will n o t be fresh eggs,and 
it will be p ru d e n t to m ak e use of th em 
soon after they a re ta k e n from the 
pickle.—F a r m Jo u rn a l.

T o me th is plan has 
been 
m ore effectual in keeping th e s ta lk t o ­ 
gether, an d easier to follow, th a n t h a t 
of pulling e a rth to th e p la n t.”

E d it o r D is p a t c h : 
1 have heard tLat 
a story is being circulated by my poll i- 
cal enemies that, had it not been for i le 
the men who worked for the Driving 
Park Association would have been able 
to get their pay. 
T hat after receiving 
the executions I went up into the Woods 
and staid eighteen days, and in the mean­ 
time J. J . Howe & Co. filed a lien against 
the property, and therefore the other 
creditors got nothing. 
Now, the facts 
are, that 1 did everything that could be 
done, not only as sheriff, but as a friend 
of the men who had done the work. 
I 
went to the principal stockholders m the 
association and coaxed them to pay the 
bills, and three of them, C. II. Douglas, 
N. McFadden and J. J. Howe were wil­ 
ling to pay their share, which was $30 
each, and offered to pay It, buttheothera 
would not pay their shaacs, so the mat- 
fell through. 
I tried hard for two weeks 
to get the men their money simply as a 
friendly act, but did not neglect ray du­ 
ties as sheriff in the least. 
When I re­ 
ceived the executions I levied upon and 
sold the association property, after post­ 
ing notices of sale according to law, un­ 
der directions of Mr. Donaldson, the 
plaintiff’s attorney, and now P. G. Fog- 
clstrom bid it in to protect himself as 
one of the creditors. 
When they asked 
me what my bill was (there were twelve 
cases) 1 told them nothing for my fees, 
but that I had to pay out one dollar for 
a team to drive down there, and they 
might pay me that. 
I never have re­ 
ceived even the dollar. 
I never received 
any money at all in any of the cases. 
All the property the Association had 
was the buildings and fence which were 
on grounds owned by other parties who 
at the sale forbid any one moving the 
property. The accounts of the men as 1 
was told at the tunc had all been assign­ 
ed to Mr. Fogelstrom and he did not pay 
me the price which he bid for the prop­ 
erty, he being the principal creditor. 
J. 
J. Howe & Co. had not then nor have 
they ever filed any lien against the Driv­ 
ing Park Association property and I 
hope that my friends will consider that 
such falsehoods at the above arc circulat­ 
ed simply for political ends and take no 
stock in any such story until it is proved 
after I am allowed an opportunity to 
answer it. 
1 did my duty iu this m atter 
as 1 have always tried to do in every case 
and am willing to leave the question to 
Mr. Donaldson ©r any attorney in 'be 
county.
